Tur fullest consideration of the question, 
how We uro to commemorate in Hongkong 
the Diamond Jubileo ef the reign of Her 
Mont Gracious Majesty, would have been 
better attained,! if wo had’ undertaken 


the task earlier’ than has been done, A 
weok or two for the public to inake up its 
mind, or rather to introduce-all sorts of 
disconcerting: clements, in too short ; and 
the allowance of about seven weeks to com- 
plete the arrangements implios that not 
very much can be expected from an nlrendy 
impoverished Colony. Wo say this ad- 
visedly,. because many claims have already 
been made upon the Community in a pri- 
vate sense ; and many more are being ad- 
vanced, officially and municipally, for con- 
sideration in the future, We may -be 
wrofg in cur estimate uf the willingness 
and ability of the civil community. to con- 
tribute moriey for any clearly-recognised 
memoria of the Queen's Sixticth Year. 
(Heaverr blosy hervand” preserve her atid” 
the veal’ Diamond Jubilee, fifteen years 
hence 1) The situntion in Hongkong, how- 
“ever, sexms to be this. Tho prblie me- 
morial here will be expected to he not only 
permanent, bat more,glosely connected with 
the Community than with the Government. 
The Diamond Road round the Island, which 
is advocated by several leading residents, 
is a purely Governmental work, and if it is 
not calculated to return an equivalent to 
the Colonial Treasury, it can searcoly be 
regarded as ‘a useful scheme. If it is, 
then the Government might be. given 
a grant from the Hongkong Jubileo 
Fund to start the work, give it the name 
desired by the Qommittec, and under- 
take to prosecute the work to a finish. 
The weak point in this schome appears to 
us to he this. As the expensd may be any- 
thing between one and five lakhs of dollars, 


in accordance as the sweep of the road and, 


its levels aro considored, the carrying out 
af the work may extend into years. The 
roads are the p¥euliar provinee of the 
Public Works Departinont,, and until we 
have a Municipal Couneil to take them 
over, endless difficulty might be met with. 
We do not say that the road songht to be 
made (although at presentsomewhat vaguely 
described) would not prove to be a distinct 
advantage to the residents of Hongkong. 


‘| But the work is one more connected with 


the Government than with the community 
considered as apart from the Governinént: 
As the Hospitals now supported by volun- 
tary ‘Subscriptions are fairly prosperous, 
many residents seem to turn their minds to 
the erection of a Colloge of Medicine, in 
which the education could be given to Chi- 
nese which would lead to the general sani- 
tation of the Colony more, perhaps, than 
else that could be devised. “It 
has been suggested with some show of rea- 
gon that the opening of driving and. other 
facilities round the Island would keop the 
hospitals empty, and drive awny disease. 
This is not so, however, as the well-to-do 
only can afford te go any distance on bike, 
Perhaps the bet= 
ter way out of the many suggestions that 
are sure to he made would, he to start the 
Diamund Jubilee Road by a donation from 
the Jubilee Fund, and to dedicate the sum 
remainiig to the erection’ of a College of 
Medicine. It is practically within the 
sphere (and perhaps the duty) of the Goy- 
ernment to provide for both of the objects 
herenamed. Butuntil vo havoa municipal 
authority, ‘separate from the Crown Go- 
vernment, it is dificult to draw a line be- 

tween the Government ami the Com- 
munity. And this, ‘to our minds, will be 
tho chief cause of trouble in coming to a 
final conclusion, In both of those schemes, 
bythe way, the help of the leading Chi- 
nesd may bo counted upon. ‘Native proces- 
sions and ilwminations and fire-works of 
cyery description should be discouraged,

‘Te boats were put 
out immediately we struck, provisioned 
and everything put ready to make off, ‘The 
chief aflicer ted to get Cape St James, but 
could not manage it, and, drifting up the 
river, was picked wp hy a French steam- 
er. He arrived at Saigon next morning, 
and applied to Lloyds for assistance. 
They sent a amall steamer usmed 
the Kudtambony to our assistance, but 
she did not reach us. Soon after midnight 

put the crew and passengers into the 
boata, and anchored them ahead, undur the 
lev of the ship. The sceand mate, think- 
ing his boat in a dangerous position, put 
up canvas and set sai) for Cape St. Jamen. 
The thinkd mate and myself remained along. 
side till 8am. Tthen tuld him to make the 
best way he cauld into Cape St. James. 1 
went on board the ship til noon next day, 
taking the lady passengeron board the 
ship again. 1 would have remained on the 
ship myself, but although there were 22 
men in my beat, [ could not trust 
any of thetn to sail her.

The bo'un aul carpenter went 
away with the chief mate. I had seve-' 
bral uropeans,  engincers,* ete., “Int 
none of them vere able to.sail a boat. 
The ship, at noon, when we loft her, 
from right forwanl to the engine room waa 


partinent absft the engine room was about 
half-full. The alter end of the ship was 
leaking throuzh the tunnel. It was some 
little time before we got the tunnel door 
shut, and the wuter in the cunnel vate 
from the inside of the ship, J mady the 
hest of my way to Capo St. James; abont 
29} miles away. When we got into Capo 
St. James we were.picked up by the But- 
tanbony ; the chief officer was on buard. 
This was about p.m, on the 8th. Tasked 
the Captain to goout and ’stanil by. tHe ship 
antil daylight next morning, but he said he 
had.to take his retular run from ‘Saigon 
next day, and it was impossible to do xo. 
We wero taken to Saigon, At daylight, the 
British Consul eme on board, and» sxid 
he had arranged with the German steamer 
Decime to take us to Hongkong. 
T arranged with the Captain to take us 
alongside the ship to sce what could. be 
done. We got alongside about 7.30 p.m. 
on the J0th.. After Temoving as many 
things as we could, I asked for volunteers 
to remain by her. Shortly “afterwards 
another German steamer came along, and

4 AILK MILL BURNED DOWN.—TAFLS 
200,000 pamacy. 
iy .. SHlangliai, March 20, 
Shortly before) midnight last night the

Th age stuted that halp was badly 
needed, and on this Mr Moore instructed 
the bell-tower men at the differnt stations 
to sound the alarm on the fire-bella. This 
was done, ‘number one’ district being 
signalled: with the bells. The firemen

THE LIGHT HUES QUESTION AND THE WEST 
= RIVER. 


Apropos of the light dues question’ sone 
agitation is likely to be raised by tho Macao 
Goyernment for the reguction, preferably 
the abolition t foto, of the present 
wbnormal ‘impost, by comparisun with 
Hongkong and the Treaty Porta, levied 
upon the shipping entering the harbour of 
Macao. The general term ‘shipping’ is 
made use of since all arrivals and depar- 
tures are now wholly confined to the ‘river’ 
ateanora, leaving out of consideration the 
native-owned junks which in all places 
receive %, favourable differential trentment. 
in respect of the harbourducs. The repre- 
sentations of the Macao authorities to the 
Lisbon Government should be successful if 
the latter consider the henefits likely to 
acerue to Macao'from the opening of the 
West River. Macao ought to he able to 
participate in the advantages and profits 
which tho opening of this magnificent 
waterway of China, with all the tradi- 
tional wealth of the numerous ports on its 


The forcign merchants in the East hove for 
a number of years heen actively in concert, 
with the British Minister in Peking and the 
Foroign Office in London tg bring about 
the desired end which is now within moa- 
surable distance of accomplishment. «And 
though the Macao merchants have never 
had a hand in pressing forward the matter 
they are ‘likely to profit as much, in pro- 
portion, as the principal agitators in this 
long-standing question.

Long before this time, it was 
very clear that the threo streams of 
water yere totally insutlicient to cope 
with the conflagration—indeed, it would 
have taken several times that number to 
have surrounded the building, and then 
only at considerable intervals. Foxtra as- 
sislince was therefure sent for, and the 
Hongkew Co.’s cngine and the fire steam: 
launch arrived. The engine was placed 
beside the large tank, which lios in tho 
‘spaco between the main building and the 
east wing, drawing water therefrom ; while 
the steamer got right in shure close to the 
river bank, two lines of 1 being lnid 
from it to the burning buildings. Thus 
four additional powerful streams were 
brought to hear .upon the. fire and con. 
tro] wan very gradually ‘being vbteine: 

Then a new difficulty was encountered. 

ing to the high walls, which, left unsap- 
ported by. beams, bulged by the heat and 
weighted by the mass of débris and ina- 
chinery within, threatoued. at every mo- 
ment to fall and overwhelm those who 
stiod near them. Other points of vantage 
had therefore to be found from which the 
flames could be fought, and the fire was 
not got_under until the light in the castern 
sky heralded the approach of day’; then 
the weary firemen were able to rolax their 
efforts, and leave what was by this time no 
more than & vast heap of ruins. This was 
at 7 o’clock. :

- At noon to-day the fire was still 
burning, -burating out here and there 
in fitful flames where any thing was left to 
vonaume, but otherwise nothing but por- 
tions of the walls, bent, shattered and 
twisted machinery lio in huge heaps cover= 
ed with bricks, tiles and charred timber, 
and all hopelessly and irretrievably ruined. 

There were some 700 hands employed at 
the filature, and of these 100 were at work. 
last night, They will, of course, be thrown 
out of employment, as there is absclutely 
nothing left. of the buildings in which they 
were employed, 

The cause of the fire is at present un- 
known,, but is believed to have arisen 
through tho overheating of a pipo which 
passed from the engine-room, up through 
the drying-room above.

We pub- 
lish elsewhere, for the infermation of our 
roaders, astutcment of the very substantial 
and steadily increasing amounts received 
by the Eastern Telegraph Company. In the 
face of these figures it is ‘difticult to uccept 
the reason given to the Scerotary of State 
for India as zgainst « reduction of tariif, 
from which it seema thnt the compsny ‘did 
not consider that their financial position 
justified them in assenting te a reduction.’ 
From a statement inade by Lord Tweed-- 
dale concerning an item of £962 10s. for

HOW JOIN RODENTS PLAYS, 

From one point of view the game of bil- 
liards is unique. Tn no other sport or pad- 
time are the attainments vf amateur and 
professionals so sharply and widely divided. 
"The best dmateurs seldom rise to the dignity 
of ahundred break. Ton dozen profes- 

ionals at lowst a break of that size is of no 
particular importance. = And while the 
latter are, as to their powers, a class above 
“and apart, so, too, John Roberts forms a 

in hinsolf. Ho isthe Eclipse of the 

rd world ; the rest are coniparatively 
nowhere, un! indeed, as Mr Reberts 
hituseHf holds, the syot stroke must still 
bo reyarded as a constituent of the game, 
in which case, if Mr Peall stilt retains 
hia old skill, he also may claim to share 
the pedestal with Mr Roberts. But in 
billiards, as’ now played for spectacu- 


He i ct, 
properly ‘ extended.’ "Hu gives between 
eight and nine thousand in twenty-four 
aud to the best of his civals ; 1 s 
Peal] he hax offered to give 
ne ina spot-Byrred match, 
In round numbers, Roberts males 50 every 
time he goes to the table in a match (he is 
a quod amateur player who can average 5). 
Diggle, who comes next to the champion, 
managed to average 43 itrone mutch with 
Dawson this season, but his regular average 
isnearer 35. Stevenson, who has improved 
wa phenomenal extent this seasun, aud 
whom Jobn Roberts regards aa the coming 
champion, has averaged over 40 in a game 
of 18,00, and. be regurded as third int 
merit. Mitchell, Peall, and North have 
fallen off to some extent, brit aro, of course, 

still wonderful-players. 

In the matter of records, too, Roberts is 
oasily first. His broak of 1292 made in 
1894 is likely to stand for a good many 
years, though it is, of caurse, eclipsed int 
one way by Peall's phenomenal run of 
8,304 in an ‘all in’ gainein 1880. Digyle 
totalled 985 just two'years ago against 
Dorts, and Dawson's record of 762 is still. 
more recent, having been made during the 
present, season. Davreon plays rather a 
slow ‘game for a ‘first-class profossional, 
Roberts, on the cqntraty, scores at an 
amazing pace, Ho mado 200 the othorday 
In three end a half. minutes, chiefly of 
course. by his favourite nursery cannons ; 
ke has infinite resource, and a delicacy of 
touch which is the despair of most players, 
Yet whon Roberts is dompiling a bresk, 
big or littl—and they are seldom little 
one would think he wes just .knook- 
ing the balla about for his own amuse- 
mont. .He seems to play carelessly ; 
it ia scarcely too much to aay that he doca 
play carelessly on occasions when he is not 
on his mettle for twice on Saturday after- 
noon he finished a long break by missing 
an easy hazard, Curiously - enough, he | 
vas playing the stroke on both occasions 
‘leftshanded, though this cannot be offered 
‘6 an explanation, for Roberts, like all first- 
clasx professionals, with tho single exception 
of Peall, pluys equally well with both 
“| hands.

MISSIONS IN CHINA. - 


The following letter appears in the -£1- 
terary Digest (0.8-A.) of the 13th Feb, :— 

While congratuluting you on The Digest's 
ability, I must avail myself of the privilege 
of your Correspondents’ Corner lo call at- 
Leution ie the remark quoted from the Mis- 
sionblatt, in.your isaue of January 23rd,

‘Tho first Protestant, missionsry in China 
was Robert Morrison, of London, who. in 
1807 began his work amidst phenomenal 
difficulties, In 1823 he had completed his 
hercufean task, namely, the Chinose trans- 
lation of the Scriptures.’ 

In the memoirs of Dr Morrison, by his 
widow, occurs the following ; On his voyage 
nut ‘he sathim patiently down te the Jc- 
suit Harmony of the Gospels, composed in 
Chinese, and copied ont every syllable of 
it for hia own future use.’ val 

Dr Morrison himself anys: ‘I can not 
refrain from inserting that 1 have now the 
nssistrnce uf Chinese Christians of tho 
Romish Church,’ Elsewhere his journal 
records : ‘J read part. of the exposition of 
the Ten Commandments by_the Catholics. 
His immediate teacher was 
Chinese from. Pekirty,' a convert of the 
Jesuits, who hnd taught him the Latin 
language, which he spenks’ fluently.” At 
another time the entryin the journal is: 

Recvived from a Chinese Ronan Catholic a 
present of three amall volumes ; his younger 
rother sold me a bnok of Meditations.” 

Finally, Dr Morrison’s Chinese version 
“of the Scriptures has long since been 
abandoned as aseless, to quoto from Dr 
Marshall, His grammar, according to The 
Monthly Review (vol, lxix., pago 469) ‘ is 
rather a record of thegimperfections than 
of the completencsa of his own progress.” 
His Chinese dictionary, according «to 
Klaproth, is * full of faults,’ and Mr Taylor 
Meadows says it ‘is very defective.’ . I 
refer the readers of The Digost to ‘ Chris- 
tion Missions,’ a work by the late Dr Mar- 
shalt, volume 1., chapter 2.
